the benefits for the good of the community . 
It 
provides an agency of continuing m anagem ent 
enjoy ing unusual freedom of action to go about 
doing community good with the least of diffi­ 
culty and the maximum of timely judgment. 


The foundation idea is not a new one. 
Com­ 
munities, schools, charities and human welfare 
agencies have long known its helpfulness. 
But 
the popularity of the foundation in this region is 
a m ark of a new' and mature conception of 
Midwest culture. 
It was not many y ears ago—slightly les.s than 
a hundred—that this was nature's country . 
The 
organizing touch of American society was not 


felt. 
Then came the period of development. 
The settlem ent of today became the village to­ 
morrow and the city soon thereafter. 
In the 
rush of growth and expansion, it was the short- 
range planning that counted most. 
Each day 
financed itself, thought itself through until sun­ 
down. Tomorrow would be another day . 


But the region is m.aturing. It has time now to 
think of tomorrow—to think in term.s of a hun­ 
dred y ears—even longer. 
So long a.s America 
stands, it can be assumed that the communities 
we live will be here. They will become ven­ 
erable. They will quit thinking so much in 
term s of on? day or the next and will think 
more in term s of great time. 
The foundation fits that kind of thinking. 
The 
accumulating investments of y ears fmaily en­ 
dowing the community with annual income to 
meet the needs of community adjustm ent and 
improvement are the wise and perm anent way . 
There will alway s be the needs of the day to 
be taken care of on the day but the time has 
come for that long-range preparation, too.

There was another shining, bright white mile- 
stcme Tuesday in the battle by medical science 
against disease. 
It emerged as a result of the 
announcemeht that the Saik polio vaccine is 
.safe, effective, and potent. 
There are no words to do ju-stice to this scien­ 
tific trium ph over a dread disease which has 
been cxactmg an increasing toll in America, and 
for which medical science had no preventative 
answer until Dr. Jonas E. Salk of Pittsburgh 
after months in the laboratory developed a 
vaccine against the most virulent ty pe of the 
disease, bulbar polio, as well as others less 
dangerous. 
Even while the results of the test 
p ro g TBn i 
were being announced, results so con­ 
vincing as to inspire 400 fellow scientists to give

Dr Saik a standing ovation Tuesday , he him ­ 
self expressed a behef that tb« vaeeme po­ 
tentially is almost 100 per cent effective and can 
bring complete triumph over polio and the terror 
that it has inspired. 
As to the effectiveness of the vaccine, the re­ 
port on the results speaks for itself. 
Of the 
1.8 00,000 children in the test program , 1.013 
cases developed. 
That covers all children, in­ 
cluding those inoculated with the vaccine, those 
given dummy shots, and those just observed. In 
areas where vaccine and dum my shots were 
used interchangeably , 48 2 out of 749,236 cam e 
down with polio. 
In observed control areas 
where only second-graders were inoculated, 58.5 
out of 1,08 0,68 0 children developed polio. A com ­ 
parison on a limited scale was even more con­ 
vincing. Only 113 cases of actual polio occurred 
among vaccinated children, w’ith 71 developing 
paraly sis. 
But 750 casSes of proved polio oc­ 
curred among non-vaccinated y oungsters or in­ 
completely vaccinated oi^es, and 445 of them 
were paraly zed. 
This could turn out to be the end of a long 
fight which has had medical science scratching 
its head for y ears. 
In practical results, it ap­ 
pears to be of greater im portance than the pre­ 
ventative steps which have enabled medical 
science to remove the stmg from other diseases 
previously looked upon as unsolvable. 
There was one other interesting reflection in 
connection with the announcement. 
The vac­ 
cine, it was said, had not been patented by Dr. 
Salk, which m eant that his compensation for its 
development consisted solely of the great con­ 
tribution he had m ade to science. 


One Out Of Twelve 
It w asn’t very encouraging news, coming right 
after E aster and during the nicest bits of .spring 
weather one could wish for. 
The Nebraska Psy chiatric Institute sent out 
word that 250,006 Americans will enter m ental 
hospitals during 1955. 
It went on to say that 
at the rate things are going now, one out of 
every 12 born this y ear will wind up in some 
mental ward. 
This business of the American mind cracking 
up under the pressures of atomic-age living 
seem s to have become significant enough to 
m erit a special week for its observance each 
y ear—May 1-7. 
Nebraska will observe the occasion with spe­ 
cial dedication exercises for its new $1.3 million 
institute building on the University of N ebraska 
Medical cam pus at Omaha. It is reassuring that 
the state is cognizant of the m ental problem s of 
its citizens and is endeavoring in one way to 
deal both with the cause and the effect. 
But 
prevention is still the best defense. 
Minds so 
poorly adjusted against reality are a sign that 
cither reality itself has become an untenable 
thing or that education for life, elaborate as it 
may be, is being aimed in the wrong direction.

Edward J, Corsi from his post as 
im m igration

Secretary 
Dulles has stirred up a political 
hornets’ ne.st that will go on buzz- 
ing right into the cam paign of 1956. 
This is not just another security 
case, such as those that Dulles 
has ridlden out during the past two 
y ears. The big difference is that 
Corsi has a loy al political follow­ 
ing. In other words, he is not a 
defenseless bureaucrat tossed to 
the political wolves. 
F irst and foremost, as a citizen 
of Italian origin he had made a 
distinguished 
nam e 
for 
himself 
in New York state. As the clim ax 
to a long career of public service 
he became form er Governor Thom­ 
as E. Dewey ’s industrial commis- 
.sioner. a post he held from 1943 
to the end of Dewey ’s term in 
19.54. 
During those 11 y ears he estab- 
lished wide political 
c o n t a c t s 
throughout the Republican organi­ 
zation in New York. This was true 
particularly among citizens of Ital- 
ian origin. The professional poli­ 
ticians who study these m atters 
say 
that there is no group of 
voters today so cohesive 
as the 
llalo-.Americans. This is one rea­ 
son they are a powerful factor in 
many states and particularly in 
the populous states of the E astern 
seaboard.

It was against thus background 
that Corsi, at Dulles’ invitation, 
cam e to Washington to 
try 
to 
break the red tape and the preju­ 
dice that have m ade it virtually 
impossible to bring in refugees un­ 
der the im m igration act supposed­ 
ly adopted for that purpose. Corsi 
had cam paigned for Dulles when 
he was running for the Senate in 
1949. During that cam paign Dulles, 
speaking at Geneseo in upstate 
New York, m ade a statem ent that 
had loud and angry repercussions 
in New York City . He said in a 
speech: 
“ If y(Ki could 
see the kind of 
people in New York City making 
lip this bloc that is voting for my 
opponent, If you could see them 
with y our own ey es, I know that 
you would be out, every last man 
and woman of y ou, on election 
day .” 
In response to indignant pro­ 
tests Dulles said later that he 
had m eant that y ou could tell there 
were Communists in the audience, 
but his Dem ocratic opponent, H er­ 
bert Lehm an, rejected that expla­ 
nation, say ing it was obviously im- 
po.ssible to tell Communists from , 
their faces in a crowd. 
This rem ark had a bad effect 
on the Republican candidacy in 
New York City and it is being re- 


called today In connection with the 
Corsi controversy . 


What 
Corsi 
discovered 
in

three months in the departm ent 
was a closed circuit that m ade 
any real speedup in the num ber 
of visas granted under the term s 
of the law difficult, if not impos­ 
sible. At one end of the circuit 
was Francis E. W alter, Democrat 
of Pennsy lvania, chairm an of the 
House subcom m ittee dealing with 
im m igration. 
One of the sponsors of the Mc- 
Carran-W alter 
Im m igration 
Act, 
W alter has a fierce, alm ost fanat­ 
ical approach to the whole ques­ 
tion of admitting potential new 
citizens to America. In a conver­ 
sation with this reporter in Switz­ 
erland last y ear when he was at­ 
tending an international conference 
on refugee problems, W alter said 
he had information that crim inals 
were being freed from Italian jails 
on condition they would em igrate 
to the United States. There were 
strong indications, he said, that 
the Italian government w'as willing 
to provide them with proper rec­ 
ords to enable them to qualify un­ 
der the strict provisions of the law. 
W alter’s strong views are said 
to derive in part at least from 
the staff of the House com m ittee, 
which has play ed a large part not 
merely In shaping the legislation 
hut in influencing the thinking of 
com m ittee m em bers.

At the other end of the circuit 
confronting Corsi in his efforts to 
get m ore refugees adm itted was 
W. Scott McLecxl, chief security 
officer of the State D epartm ent 
and in charge of adm inistering the 
im m igration act. McLeod’s as.soci- 
ates are believed to have a clo.se 
relationship with staff m em bers of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 
This 
interlocking 
bureaucracy 
proved too much for Dulles. When 
the chips were down, he sacri­ 
ficed the man he had brought to 
Washington to try to make the im ­ 
m igration act w'orkable in term s 
of at least a few of the millions of 
refugees who have been led to be­ 
lieve that if only they could e.s- 
cape from the Iron Curtain they 
would find a welcome in the free 
world.

April Snow Big Aid To Panhandle's Wheat 


Last Month 
Driest March 
In 15 Years 


The State-Federal Crop Service 
reported the April snowstorm in 
the Panhandle will go a long way 
toward improving the winter wheat 
crop after the 
driest 
Nebraska 
March since 1930. 
The winter wheat crop in the 
western third of the state showed 
“ slight deterioration” last week. 
However, crop statisticians said 
that the rain followed by snow 
Monday night and Tuesday has 
created an “ improved outlook” for 
that area. 


The report said the crop has 
fared better than would be expect­ 
ed after eight weeks of dry, windy 
weather. Some damage last week 
was 
reported 
on 
late 
planted 
wheat. 


Eastern Crop Good 
The eastern Nebraska crop was 
reported in good shape although 
a need for moisture was indicated 
in that area also. 
In addition to showing less pre­ 
cipitation than any March in 15 
years, the past month experienced 
unseasonably cold weather 
from 
March 20 to 26 with high winds 
and good sunshine throughout the 
month. 
The crop statisticians said that 
spring field work showed consider­ 
able progress last week with the 
rise in temperatures. 
77^ Oats Sown 
By week’s end, 77 per cent of 
the spring oats had been sown com­ 
pared with 28 per cent the previous 
week. Some of the early oats were 
reported up in southeast Nebraska, 
Only 36 per cent of the barley 
crop had been sown. Most of the 
state’s barley is grown in the Pan­ 
handle, and the dry, windy condi­ 
tions there last week slowed prog­ 
ress.

doubtful use if the moisture had 
not come. Such practices, he said, 
would only have 
increased the 
danger of blowing soil.

Pakistan In 
Jam Again 


L A H O R E , 
Pakistan 
--The Federal Court knocked out 
the governor general’s emergency 
powers Tuesday and left Pakistan 
in a legal vacuum again—with no 
one authorized to approve neces­ 
sary laws. 
Constitutional 
experts said the 
ruling meant the government had 
no right to collect taxes, sentence 
criminals or carry on any other 
normal governmental functions. 
The court held that the extraor­ 
dinary powers that Gov. Gen. Ghu-

Mohammed 
assumed 
last 
month were beyond his legal au­ 
thority. It also held that he ex­ 
ceeded his authority in legalizing 
.15 acts of the Constitutent Assem­ 
bly, which he had dissolved ear­ 
lier. 
Le ga l Crisis 
The 
ruling 
revived 
the

crisis that has plagued Pakistan’s 
government 
since 
the 
governor 
general broke up the 
Assembly 
and took what amounted to su­ 
preme authority last Oct. 24. 
On March 21 the Federal Court 
upheld his dissolution of the As- 
i.embly, which had been drafting 
9 constitution seven years but had 
not fiiiished its work. 
The court ruled also, however, 
that 
46 
constitutional 
provisions 
passed by that Assembly were in­ 
valid because they never had re­ 
ceived the governor general’s as­ 
se nt. This stripped the government 
of administrative machinery.
